BURDENING NEWSPAPERS. 


Various propositions 
have been 


before Congress for war taxes on 
newspapers and magazines. 
Taxes 


on advertising, on gross profits, and 
increased newspaper postage rates 
have been suggested. 


The feeling of Congress may be ex- 


pressed by the reported remark of 
cne member, to the effect that "The 
newspapers made this war, now let 
them pay for it.'' Probably the peo- 
ple who say that are the same ones 
jvho at other times claim the news- 
papers do not exert influence. 


The newspapers do not 
ask 
to 


dodge any taxes that fairly belong 
to them. But they do object to be- 
ing singled out especially for tax- 
ation on a basis not imposed on anj 
other industry. 
Advertising is the 


pimcipal source of revenue for most 
new spapers. 
It is about as fair to 


place a tax on gross advertising rev- 
enue. as to tax a merchant on two- 
thuds of his gross sales, or to tax 
a manufacturer on two-thirds of his 
gross product. 
If anyone advanced 


•such a proposition as that, the en- 
tire business community would be 
on his neck. 


While most people expect service 


rendered the government 
will 
be 


paid for. even in the 
present exi- 


gency. the newspapers donated many 
columns of their space to the gov- 
ernment for booming the 
Liberty 


bond sale. Few of them asked any 
pay for it. -If it had not been for 
this free publicity the loan could not 
have been put over. 


In return for this, it is proposed 


to place on them a burden unlike 
v.-hat any other industry is asked to 
bear. The newspaper press is hard 
put to it by the high price of paper 
stock. It is certainly inopportune to 
load another burden on them now. 
over and above what other industries 
are paying. The 
government de- 


pends on the press to arouse patriot- 
ic sentiment and secure co-operation 
in the war. Don't burden too heavi- 
ly the agency on which so much de- 
pends.

Attention has often been called to the 
danger of giving medicines to babies and 
children, save under competent advice, 
but it is well to emphabize this prohibi- 
tion, particularly in regard to proprlet- 
preparations. 
Numerous widely advertised nostrums 
frequently 
sold as ^soothing" syrups, 
and preparations claiming to cure the 
ills of teething, diarohea, coughb, colds, 
and the like, often contain dangerous 
drugs and many children have lost their 
lives by being given such medicines 
There is evidence to show that chil- 
dren, who are repeatedly dosed, but who 
survive dosing, sometimes learn to crave 
these Quieting drugs. They are restless 
and irritable after the effect of the drug 
wears off and remain so until it Is re- 
peated, the drug habit thus formed in 
the same way as witn grown people. 
If urged to use a patent medicine, the 
mother should always examine the iabel 
very carefully for the federal food ana 
drugs act requires the manufacturers of 
patent medicines to print on the 
label 
of the bottle the amount or proportion of 
certain dangerous drugs that may be 
present in the so-called "remedy." 


There is no reason why the proper care 
of babies should not be a required study 
in school. It certainly would be much 
more practical an deconomic benefit in 
later life than many of the subjects that 
now are required. The present day moth- 
ers who realize how handicapped they 
are by lack of knowledge of babies should 
insist that their daughters do not so suf- 
fer from the same lack. Whatever the 
mothers of the country demand shall be 
taught in the school will be placed in the 
curriculum.

Wir*l«H In War. 


There ar« several forms of 


equipment used l» warfare, and under 
favorable conditions a range of from 
150 to 200 miles Is possible with one of 
them. The most portable /'station," 
however, Is the cavalry type, which 
weighs 040 pounds and is carried about 
In equal proportions by four horses. 
Its range is not a wide one. It works 
over a distance of from twenty-live to 
thirty miles. The engine and dynamo 
are mounted on opposite sides of a 
rigid saddle on the llrst horse, together 
with four gallons of petrol and a quart 
of lubricating oil, tools, spare parts and 
a telescopic driving shaft. The second 
horse; carries the transformer—which 
changes tbe current to a lighter or 
lower voltage—in a wooden case and In 
another wooden case the receiver, 
while the third horse carries the masts, 
which in some cases are in sections 
and In others are made on a telescopic 
principle. 
The fourth horse carries 


halyards, stays and the aerial wires, 
•which are wound round drums and 
pack away lu a fiber case.—Pearson's 
Weekly. ^ 


Throwing Haat Overboard. 


On all seagoing steamers the steam 


is condensed by sea water pumped 
through the surface condensers. This 
circulating water is then discharged 
overboard. In the process of conden- 
sation the cooling water taken in at 
temperatures varying from 32 degrees 
to SS degrees F., according to climatic 
and other conditions, is raised to tem- 
peratures varying from 80- to 120 de- 
grees and then discharged. Tbis great 
loss of heat is practically unavoidable, 
says the Popular Science Monthly. 
Even on comparatively small steamers 
hundreds of tons of heated water are 
pumped overboard daily. This consti- 
tutes one of the greatest heat losses In 
the operation of steam machinery, al- 
though sometimes a portion of the 
warm water is used for scrubbing 
decks and for bath water on passenger 
ships. 


Matter and Forc«. 


There Is no such thing as a loss of 


matter or force. The so called "con- 
servation" of matter and its forces was 
demonstrated years ago by Joule and 
other scientists. When, for instance, 
a thing "burns up," as we say, the sub- 
stances that give out the light and 
heat are changed, not destroyed. The 
wood or whatever the substance bap- 
pens to be becomes ashes and gas, and 
if we could gather up all the products 
of the burning we should find that they 
had not lost a particle of their weight 
and that the form of them only was 
changed. The eternity of matter was 
a teaching of the old Greek philiso- 
phers. or of some of them at least, and 
the modern teaching of the conserva- 
tion or indestructibility of the stuff of 
the universe would seem to corroborate 
the ancient idea. 


Cash Valuo of Success.

of success cannot be disassociated from 
the cash value that is put on our work. 
It is the only factor of happiness that, 
granting material necessities, has to be 
reckoned hi dollars.

brings with It to him a recognition of 
his ability that the same salary made 
hi another way would not have.

Magazine. For all ordinary purposes 
the monks use In their stead a hanging 
wooden plank or sometimes a smaller 
metal bar of which the necessary con- 
comitant Is a stout mallet
